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ACE group unveils 
mission statement

The Advocates for Children's 
Education (ACE) political action 
committee, with the attended 
support of Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell 
and Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Monday unveiled its mission 
statement for the group's continued 
fight to "educate the town" towards 
acceptance of an approximately 
$575,000 Proposition 2 1/2 
override to fund the reopening of 
the Boutwell Elementary School. 

"Advocate's for Children's 
Education is committed to the belief 
that it is the community's 
responsibility to ensure that each 
child in Wilmington receives a 
quality education,” the statement 
reads. 

ACE contends that increased 
public school enrollment in 
Wilmington, fueled by a rise in 
family housing development, has 
created a growing space needs 
problem they hope to alleviate with 
the passage of an override. 

According to an ACE fact sheet 
citing the Wilmington Planning 
Department as a source, housing 
construction has begun on 368 lots, 
with 101 more having been 
approved for construction. 
Preliminary - although not yet 
approved - plans have been laid for 
an additional 69 lots. These will be 
occupied by “three and four 
bedroom homes that attract 
families," ACE indicated. 

This increase in residential 
housing translates into a growth of 
between 500 and 700 students in the 
Wilmington School System in the 
next five years, according to the 
ACE Enrollment Task Force. 
Approximately 50 new students 
have entered the town's three 
present elementary schools since 
this school year began. 

Dr. O'Donnell, who will present a 
preliminary school department 
budget to the school committee 
Wednesday evening, said that 
beginning next school year, without 
an override, 17 elementary school 
classrooms - or 20 percent of all 
kindergarten through grade five 
classrooms - would have a ratio of 
27-34 students per teacher. 

"We cannot deliver good 
instruction to those classrooms," 
O'Donnell said. "We are putting at 
risk, in my mind, about 500 
children,” 


O'Donnell, giving out 4 taste of 
Wednesday's budget proposal, said 
it “does not include any 
consideration of any overcrowding 
relief." 

Alternatives for relieving 
overcrowding, including a plan for 
distributing fifth graders in the 
intermediate schools and moving 
eighth graders to the high school - at 
a cost of around $300,000, or close 
to half the cost of the Boutwell plan 
- would not have funding either 
under the new school department 
budget, O'Donnell indicated. 

Facing a 1994-95 school year 
Enrollment Task Force-projected 
K-5 enrollment of 1,695, or 120 
students over the elementary 
schools stated capacity, ACE has 
stepped up its correspondence and 
telephone campaigns. 

Resident Tom Siracusa, a board of 
selectmen candidate, reported 
success in telephone contacts with 
many elderly voters, seen by many 
as a major obstacle to passage of an 
override. 

"I talked to seniors all day 
Sunday," said Siracusa, who found 
24 of the 25 elderly persons he 
spoke to "overwhelmingly in favor 
of an override." The other was said 
to be "unsure." 


The Wilmington School-Business 
Partnership, a coalition of school 
officials and local businesses, has 
pledged support to ACE and 
reportedly come through with cash 
donations as well as help with 
mailing and printing costs. 

But, despite the increased support 
for ACE in the weeks since its 
inception in February, Chairperson 
Carol Neville Monday sent out a call 
for more help. 


"We need volunteers to write 
letters, we need volunteers to send 
postcards,” Neville, alongside a 
computer-generated banner reading 
“an investment in our children is an 
investment in the community," told 
the crowd of approximately 40 
people gathered in the Winchester 
Hospital conference room. 

The override question will be 
posed to Wilmington voters as part 
of an April 16 ballot. If successful, 
funds would then have to be 
appropriated later that month at 
Annual Town Meeting. 

An override would permanently 
raise the town's tax levy by 27 cents 
per thousand dollars to $11.91. At 
this rate, the average Wilmington 


yearly tax increase of $42.39.

Sewer ratepayers could 
expect 1995 reduction

Wilmington's Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) sewer ratepayers "could 
expect a reduction in rates for fiscal 
year 1995 because of a lowered 
assessment and reduced debt 
charges," according to an 
interdepartmental communication 
issued by Town Manager Michael 
Caira to the board of selectmen. 

The memorandum further 
explains that “the preliminary 
MWRA Sewer Assessment forethe 
Town of Wilmington is 
$1,212,054," a reduction of 
$135,602, or 10.1 percent, from the 
fiscal year 1994 assessment of 
$1,347,656. 

Assessments for Wilmington's 600 
homes and 100 businesses receiving 
MWRA service are based on the 
total population of the town, rather 


than on sewer usage. Wilmington 
has the lowest number of users of 
any MWRA-served community. 

Wilmington and several other 
towns connected to the MWRA, led 
by the Town of Weymouth, are 
working towards a class-action 
lawsuit against the MWRA in the 
hopes of reversing those assessment 
methods. 

"I'm in touch with Weymouth and 
the lawsuit...it is really going to get 
going soon,” Selectman Diane Allan 
said. 

Still, Wilmington is the ohly town 
to be assesséd a decreased amount 
for fiscal year 1995, Caira said at 
last Monday's board of selectmen 
meeting. 

Allan, who has championed 
Wilmington's end of the battle 
against what she and many others 
dgem to be “unfair assessments,”

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said the preliminary assessment 
decrease is a result of increased 
federal and state aid which has come 
about due to “public outcry, 
petitions, and threatened lawsuits. 

"I am happy to see that 
Wilmington is finally getting a rate 
reduction, but I won't be completely 
happy until [the town's ratepayers) 
are assessed on flow and not 
population. I will continue working 
towards that end,” Allan concluded.

Environmental Notes 


In defense of road salt 


by George R. Allan 
As we suffer through this fcord 
"breaking winter, it looks as though 
“the issue of global warming can be 
put on the back burner; at least until 
“the next drought. However, one 
. issue that has received a great deal 
of media attention over the last 
»month has been the effect of road 
salt on water supplies. There are 
1 some who believe the legacy of this 
winter will be the environmental 
pollution caused by road salt. I, for 
one, believe that the benefits of road 
salt for highway safety outweigh 
any potential adverse affects on 
groundwater supplies. Indeed, the 
concern over salt in our drinking 
water has been blown out of 
proportion. In such a statement 
environmental heresy? Judge for 
yourself. 

When we refer to salt, we are 
talking about a substance known 
chemically as sodium chloride. It is 
the sodium part of the compound 
that causes the most concern. 

The salt on your kitchen. table is 
the same substance used on the 
roads. The only differences being 
the coarseness of the grain and the 
degree of purity. In addition,road 
salt is sometimes colored by 
harmless agents that prevent it from 
caking. 

| Salt is used as a road deicer 
because it is effective, plentiful, and 
‘ economical. Pound for pound it is 
the most effective deicing chemical 
available. Salt is a natural substance 


and hypertension, some people are 
put on a low sodium diet and only 
consume about 500 mg. 

Recent newspaper reporters cited 
about 20 communities across the 
state that had high sodium levels in 
their water supplies. The sodium 
ran from 50 mg per liter to over 
100 mg per liter. Wilmington, 
which was not on the list, has 


sodium levels in the 30-40 mg per 
liter range. 

To put-into perspective how little 
the sodium level in water 
contributes to our diet, here are 
some common foods and beverages 
and their associated sodium 
concentrations: 

1 cup milk 

1 slice bread 

1 oz Cheerios 

1 Big Mac 

6 oz apple juice 

‘1 cup tomato soup 

6 oz Diet Coke 35 mg 

6 oz tap water 8 mg 
Interestingly, the bottle of Diet 

Coke has "very low sodium" written 

on the label. Yet it has more than 


122 mg 
114mg 
290 mg 
1,010 mg 
10mg 
930 mg 


four times the sodium of 
Wilmington's tap water. 

There are many potential threats to 
the quality of our drinking water. 
Road salt, however, is not one of 
them. Recent newspaper articles 
generated by the many snow storms 
have given road salt a bad rap. 


Hopetully, we will not overreact 
and reduce its usage during next 
winter. Safety and economic 
reasons dictate that we continue to 
use salt as a road deicer. We can do 
so with a clear conscience that we 
are not polluting out tap water

The 
process begins when the salt 
dissolves and some ice melts to 

| produce a brine. When brine 
reaches the road surface, it spreads 
in all directions breaking the bond 
between ice and roadway. Plows or 
traffic then break up the loosened 
ice or snow. It is the brine that 

‘ environmentalists feel is the 
primary cause of an increase in 
sodium in groundwater, rivers and 
lakes. 

We all need some amount of 
sodium in our daily diet. The 
average person has an intake of 

‘ about 2,000 milligrams (mg).

Medicare 
enrollment 
reminder 


"If you don't have Part B of 
Medicare and you want it, you have 
from now until the end of March to 
sign up." That reminder comes 
from Thomas M. Abbott, Social 
Security manager in Lowell, MA. 

Every year, the government 
offers a three month enrollment 
period - from January 1 to March 
31 - during which people who 
turned down or previously dropped 
the Part B coverage can sign up for 
it. "If you enroll during this period, 
your coverage will begin July 1, 
1994," Mr. Abbott said, "and you'll 
probably pay a slightly higher 
monthly premium." The current 
| cost for Part B coverage is $41.10 
per month, but most delayed 
enrollees pay a 10 percent 
surcharge for cach-year they could 
have been enrolled but weren't, 

Part B coverage, also called 
"medical insurance," helps pay for 
doctors care, outpatient hospital 
visits, and other medical services. 
People are offered the option of 
signing up for Part B at the same 
time they are automatically enrolled 
in Medicare's Part A program. Part 
A helps pay for inpatient hospital 
care and certain other services. 

Mr. Abbott said people who want 
to sign up for Part B should call the

In their fourth annual ceremony, 
the Wilmington Hall of Fame 
inducted four more athletes, one 
coach, one team and one benefactor 
into the already packed hall. 

Aldo Caira, Sr. became the 
seventh member to join as a 
benefactor, Caira was responsible 
for the Hall of Fame being 
established and he was the first 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Hall of Fame. 

He is noted for his concerns with 
the importance of school athletics as 
well as youth programs. Caira has 
also been presented the first ever 
key to the Town of Wilmington. 
Joe Gilligan became the eighth 
coach inducted as he coached the 
WHS Baseball team for 18 years 
starting in 1956. He lead 
Wilmington to three league 
championships which also included 
five Eastern Mass. Tournament 
appearances, 

Coach Gilligan's most remarkable 
accomplishment was the 1962 
team's one run, last inning loss to 
Randolph in the finals, Even though 
they lost, their first two games of 
the season, they rebounded for 15 
straight victories. 

Most importantly, he is noted for 
saying, "We won more than we lost, 
but not by a great margin. I had a 
very good time when we won and 
only a little less than a very good 
time when we lost, but we always 
had a good time." 

That leads to the next inductee, the 
1962 baseball team. With pitchers 
Ricky Froton and Jeff Williamson 
leading the way, no wonder they 
had a great season. For those who 
don't already know, Froton once 
had a tryout with the Red Sox which 
included a spring training invitation 
while Williamson had a Minor 
League stint with the Baltimore 
Orioles. 

During the season, Froton threw a 
no-hitter. When the playoffs came 
around, though, the two star 
pitchers were minus one as 
Williamson was unavailable with 
mononucleosis. 

However, it was not just two 
players who carried the team, Kevin 
Field, Jim Gillis,;Kenny Sugarman, 
Mike Farrell and Dave Fuller were 
contributed. The other players who 
were on the team were: Tom Grant, 
Larry Frost, Mike Anderson, John 
Robbins, Robert Blackburn, Peter 
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Hall of Fame induction 


Emery and George Doucette. Pete 
Melchiono was the assistant coach. 

There were four athletes inducted 
Saturday night bringing the total to 
36 former WHS athletes. Mary 
McNaughton Collins of the Class of 
1983 was most recognized for her 
12 varsity letters, and her 
prestigious track career. 

She is still the record holder in the 
indoor and outdoor mile, the two 
mile, the outdoor 880, and she holds 
the home course cross-country 


record. She was the 1981 Northern 
Area Champion, as well as the 1982 
Class C champion and an All State 
qualifier in 1979, 1981 and 1982 
finishing 21st, 12th and fourth 
respectively. 

Next was Gertrude Cushing of the 
Class of 1958. Her resume also 
includes 12 varsity letters ranging 
from field hockey, basketball and 
softball.. Known as "Pudge," 
Cushing exemplified what a 
Wilmington High School athlete 
should be. She was a co-captain in 
her senior year of basketball and 
appeared in (then called) Suburban 
League All Star game. 

From the Class of 1977 Gordon, 
(Gordie) Fitch was the next athlete 
elected. After spending most of his 
youth in hockey rinks with his dad, 
Gordie was convinced by then 
football coach Fred Bellissimo to 
try out for the team. To many 
people, there hasn't been a better 
fullback since. 

In his senior year, Fitch lead the 
football team to its only Superbowl 
appearance. He was the Merrimack 
Valley player of the Year, as well as 
the member of both the Boston 
Globe and Boston Herald All 
Scholastic Teams. He was also 
chosen to take part in the Lowell 
Sun All-Star game as well as the 
Harry Agannis Bowl Games. 

Another one of his accomplish- 
ments was taking part in the annual 
Thanksgiving clash between 
Wilmington and Tewksbury in 
1976, They beat the Redmen 32-0 to 
advance into the Superbowl. 

Fitch also played ice hockey as 
well as spring track,where he He 
excelled in the long jump and was a 
member of the 110 yard relay team. 

Edward Gillis was the last of the 
athletes to be inducted, as he has

“Anybody can say they’re a 
chef,” said Larry True, execu- 
tive chef at Rick’s Cafe in 
Winchester. “We call ourselves 
culinarians - people involved in 
the culinary field.” 

The “we” True is talking 
about is “Chefs de Cuisine,” the 
Massachusetts chapter of the 
American Culinary Federation, 
a professional, educational and 
fraternal organization of chefs 
nationwide. Its goal, quite sim- 
ply, is to enhance the culinary 
profession. 

The local chapter meets 
monthly, each time at a new 
restaurant. Its most recent 
meeting was held in Rick’s Cafe. 
An outsider wouldn’t know it but 
behind most of the suits in 
attendance were many first 
class chefs. Unlike the handful 
of corporate food service sales- 
men, the chefs were busy enjoy- 
ing themselves and the food. 

“I make fun of the people who 
come to these meetings because 
ninety percent of them are 
chefs,” joked Norman Myerow, 
who currently is in his second 
year as president of the 
Massachusetts Chefs de Cuisine. 
“I always say the meal better be 
very good because they'll pick it 
apart. They really critique the 
whole meal.” 

True seemed to pass the test 
with flving colors 
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“He did a wonderful job,” 
Myerow said. “Larry’s a wonder- 
ful person and a wonderful chef. 
It was one of the best we've ever 
had. The hors d'oeuvres were 
very unusual. I've never seen it 
done that nice. That’s the differ- 
ence between good and great, 
the extra effort:” 

True is one of the newer 
members of the club, which was 
founded locally in 1975. Being 
the new kid on the block, he will 
not be eligible for this year’s 
“Chef of the Year,” which will be 
announced during an upcoming 
meeting at Braeburn Country 
Club in Newton. 

With the club's mission state- 
ment in mind: “To maintain an 
association for mutual acquain- 
tance, to educate its members to 
a higher degree of proficiency in 
the culinary arts, and to pro- 
mote certification,” True is 
proving himself to be a worthy 
member. By hosting a monthly 
meeting, “It proves that I'm try- 
ing to pull people together to 
experience what our field is 
about,” he said. “People get 
ideas from each other. It’s a 
nice time.” 

The difference between a 
chef from Chefs de Cuisine, and 
just another cook is education, 
training and experience. True, a 
friend of Rick Crosby (Rick’s 
Cafe owner) is a graduate of the 
Culinary Institute of America, 
located in Hyde Park, New York. 


A two-year program runs in the 
neighborhood of $25,000. 

“It’s now also a field that's 
not inexpensive to get into,” he 
said, “But the exposure is very 
great and it does breed a lot of 
good chefs.” Among those bred 
is Jasper White, of “Jasper’s” in 
Boston 

True compared his work to 
that of an artist's. “I've been 
planning this meal in my head 
for the last two months,” he said 
before serving the entree of cer- 
tified Angus beef. “I've been 
painting it in my head; planning 
how it will be plated, the color 
scheme, the garnishes, When I 
serve it tonight I'll have finished 
the picture. It will come to 
fruition. It will come to life.” 

The consequences of coming 
up short with his meals, True 
said, is lack of business. “We're 
not in a high volume area. We 
don't have hundreds of people 
going by everyday so the food 
has to be the main thing that 
makes people come back.” 

He'll get no complaints from 
Myerow, a Chefs de Cuisine 
member for the past 16 years. A 
pastry instructor at Minuteman 
Regional Vocational School in 
Lexington, Myerow recommends 
a good education, but also finds 
experience just as valuable. 

“I think it’s very important 
for them to get an education,”

Rabbitt leaps 
to next tasks 


In his inaugural address, 
Woburn Mayor John Rabbitt 
looked slightly to the past and 
mostly to Woburn’s future in the 
following areas: downtown 
Woburn, the Industri-Plex - I-93 
Interchange, the Public Works 
garage, labor contracts, .the 
American Disabilities Act, 
Woodbrook Cemetery, and the 
schools. 

He alluded to Thomas 
Jefferson’s rolling over in his 
grave if he were buried in 
Massachusetts and apologized 
for somewhat disparaging refer- 
ences to the education reform 
act. 

Having witnessed 10 years of 
increasing “challenges” to the 
city he loves - ranging from the 
elimination of federal revenue 
sharing to the reduction of three 
million dollars in state aid, the 
implementation of Proposition 2 
1/2, and state-increased assess- 
ments of 10 percent per year - 
Rabbitt chose the occasion of 
his inaugural to again call the 
attention of Woburn citizens to 
the “trend in federal and state 
government ... to pass their 
responsibilities to cities and 
towns without proper financial 
assistance.” 

How will Woburn survive this 
trend? 

By working together with 
confidence and with vigor, says 
Rabbitt. What’s done is done; 
what’s been done and will be 
continued are “major infrastruc- 
ture improvements”; and what 
will be, says Rabbitt, is the fol- 
lowino- 

During the next two years, 
that infrastructure work will be 
completed and the Woburn 
Redevelopment Authority will 
propose a plan to invest a half 


million dollars in upgrading 
buildings and parking, with a 
coalition of merchants working 
to improve the area’s economic 
viability. 

Negotiations with the federal 
government could result in a 
new public works garage for the 
city; if not, the more than 100- 
year-old building will have to be 
replaced: the cost to rehab’ the 
building would be more than 
$500,000. 

All union - and rubbish-recy- 
cle - contracts in Woburn expire 
on June 30th. “Citizens, labor 
union and government adminis- 
trators must all recognize that 
we do not have unlimited 
resources, and difficult choices 
must be made to manage within 
the confines of our anticipated 
income,” says Rabbitt, looking 
ahead - but not necessarily for- 
ward - to the 30th. 

By January 26, 1995 all public 
buildings must be handicapped 
accessible, at a cost ranging 
from $400,000 to $750,000. “A pro- 
posal will be made in March to 
the Woburn City Council to 
either bond, or place on the bal- 
lot an override request,” notes 
Rabbitt, “because under the levy 
limit constraints of Proposition 
2.5 the funding cannot be placed 
in the F'Y-95 budget.” 

Plans will soon be in the 
works for an annex to the 
Woodbrook Cemetery which is 
expected to reach its capacity 
within 10 years. 

Because of deficits in the 
school budget which must some- 
how be met, Rabbitt notes that 
school funding must be broken 
down into two fiscal years - the 
present FY-94 budget and the 
FY-95 budget which begins this 
July ist. Look to a future 
“School Notes” for Rabbitt’s 
assessment of the local and 
national school situation - an

area he never before addressed 
at an inaugural. 

“We are optimistic with 
respect to our ability to continue 
improvement,” he says, in sum- 
mary and anticipation. “How- 
ever, it should be noted that 
there is no guarantee that the 
state will not continue to reduce 
our aid as it has in the past 
three years, and should our local 
réceipts continue to fall along 
with the economy, we must be 
prepared to expect further cut- 
backs in the FY ‘94-'95 budget 


Thankful to the cooperation 
of the City Council and the 


School Committee, he notes that 
his door is always open and he 
stands ready to attend meetings 
at any time on important issues. 

“There will be many chal- 
lenges over the next two years,” 
he says. “By communicating and 
working together in the best 
interest of the citizens of 
Woburn, we can continue the 
proud heritage of this great 
city.” é

With $5 million available 
from the state this year for 
Drug Abuse’ Resistance 
Education grants, each of the 
more than 200 Massachusetts

One of the first area commu- 
nities to implement the pro- 
gram, Woburn has been award- 
ed a $45,000 DARE grant, the 
fourth largest in the state, after 
those to Boston, Worcester and 
Springfield. 

Woburn’s program has 

“immensely” since its 
inception six years ago, becom- 
ing much more comprehensive 
and covering areas such as peer 
pressure and conflict resolution 
- areas into which the Woburn 
police never expected to venture, 
according to Woburn Police 
Chief Philip Mahoney in the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

The DARE program, says 
Mahoney, has opened the lines 
of communication between the 
School Department and the 
Police Department “like never 
before.” 

The recent grant will help 
pay some of the salaries of 
Woburn’s two full-time and two 
part-time DARE officers and 
will also go toward this year’s 
special summer camp. 

DARE came to Massachu- 
setts in 1986 and is based on a 
California program which 
involves police officers educat- 
ing groups of students about the 
dangers of drugs, alcohol and 
tobacco. More than 200 
Massachusetts communities 
with almost 400 trained D, 
officers are involved in the’17- 
week formal weekly program. 
The latest grants fund class 
room materials and up to 25 per- 
cent of DARE officer costs.

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Secured credit cards work for some people

‘Try functioning in modern- 
day America without a credit 
card. 

If you travel, in most cases 
you need a credit card to rent a 
car and it comes in handy as 
emergency financing. Shopping 

{ from catalogs or by calling 800 

numbers is difficult without a 

card, too. 

{ But what do you do if you 
can't get a bank or credit card 
company to issue you a card? 

A "secured" credit card is one 
alternative. Secured means the 
card issuer requires you to 
deposit money into a special 
account or certificate of deposit 
that the issuer can draw on if 
you don't pay your bill. The 
account, in effect, is collateral 
on the credit card loan for the 
bank. 

Such cards are worth consid- 
ering for two types of people, 
says Robert mckinley, president 
of RAM Research Corp., in 
Frederick, MD, a firm that 
tracks the credit card industry. 

"The first group would be new 
credit; someone who does not 
have an established credit histo- 
ry," McKinley says. Those peo- 
ple may include students, immi-

grants and divorced people who 
never got credit in their own 
names. For those people, a 
secured card provides a chance 
to build a credit history, 

"For someone who's learning 
how to use credit, this is a nice 
way of learning without getting 
himself into deep trouble," adds 
Jeff Long, a certified financial 
planner. 


The second group is people 
with poor credit records — any- 
thing from late payments to no 
payments to bankruptcy, says 
McKinley. For such people, 
secured cards not only provide 
use of a card, but also give card- 
holders a chance to improve 
their credit reports, says John 
Coleman, a manager at Trans 
Union Corp., one of three major 
firms that keep credit reports on 
consumers. 

"We treat any bona fide 
revolving card issued by a bank 
the same, be it secured or unse- 
cured," Coleman said. Unless 
the issuer tells the credit report- 
ing agency to list the card as 
secured, possible creditors call- 
ing up your report will never 
know whether you have a 
secured card or a regular card. 

Also, secured credit cards 
look no different from standard

can't tell your card is special. 

If you want to get a secured 
credit card, here are some hints 
on how to shop for one: 

*Find out which cards you 
qualify for. 

Some issuers will not approve 
cards for people with previous 
credit problems or bankruptcies. 
Others will. Some issuers limit 
secured card customers to peo- 
ple who have had no credit 
before. 

Figure out how you plan to 
pay the bills. Will you pay off 
the entire balance each billing 
period or carry a balance from 
month to month? If you plan to 
pay off your bill at the end of 
each month, then the interest 
rate charged will not be your 
first consideration, but you will

«Beware of scams. 

Secured credit cards were not 
widely popular until the last 
couple of years because the field 
was dominated by companies 
that were basically marketing 
organizations -- not financial 
ones -- and abused the system. 

Visa and MasterCard, the two 
major bank credit card compa- 
nies, have tightened rules to 
help prevent some of the abu- 
sive tactics.

Also, check out whether there 
is a grace period on purchases. 
Many credit card issuers charge 
interest from the date you buy 
items with your card or from 
the date it is posted on your 
account -- that is, they offer no 
grace period. Others don't 
charge interest immediately. 
The most common grace period 
is 25 days. 

*Get information on the 
deposit you must make. 

Most issuers have a minimum 
deposit. Make sure you can 
afford to make that deposit. And 
not all issuers pay interest on 
your deposit. If you earn no 
interest on the money the card 
issuer holds, that increases your 
cost of using that card. 

Never apply for a card that 
requires you to put up assets 
other than money, such as your 
house. 

Look at the credit limit. 

Standard practice is for the 
credit card issuer to start you 
out with a limit equal to your 
deposit, although some banks 
don't allow you the full amount 
at first. If your payment record 
is good, some issuers will raise 
the limit after a year or.two,

"Angie" Starring Geena

The best thing to be said of 
"Angie" - about which there are 
many positive points - is that it 
is not what you expect. 

"Angie" contains a couple of 
scenes that are so funny you'll 
be stomping the floor and gasp- 
ing for breath. At the other end 
of the cinematic spectrum are 
several poignant notes. There is 
even an unfortunate sprinkling 
of schmaltz, as some of the final 
monologues simply lay it on too 
thick. However, it never stops 
surprising, which counts for 
quite a lot if you are someone 
who watches hundreds of 
movies a year. 

Angie, played with a dead on 
Brooklyn accent by Geena 
Davis, is a thirtysomething sin- 
gle woman who works for a 
computer magazine. She stays

close to her father and step- 
mother and has been dating a 
plumber, Vinnie (James 
Gandolfini), forever. Her pleas- 
ant, if uneventful, life is shaken 
when she discovers she is preg- 
nant. Deciding not to marry 
Vinnie, Angie embarks on an 
affair with a charismatic 
Irishman (Stephen Rea) 

The set-up leaves you to 
expect another conventional 
romance. The reality is nothing 
of the sort. Instead, director 
Martha Coolidge presents us 
with a movie about emotional 
growth and that circle a woman 
completes when she has a child. 
It's about linking to the past, 
and growing up enough to 
accept life's realities, instead of 
basing decisions on maybes and 
what ifs. These thought-provok- 
ing themes are handled with 
such sparkling, intelligent 
humor that this entertaining 
flick just keeps bouncing a long. 

At the heart of this little gem 
is a spirited performance by 
Davis as the savvy, trash- 
mouthed Angie. Davis delivers a 
complicated persona as Angie

all the while trying to figure out 
her past. Davis' earthy perfor- 
mance, combined with director 
Coolidge's ingenious touch, 
results in a delivery room scene 
that is sure to go down as an R- 
rated classic. 

Not that this is merely a vehi- 
cle for Davis. Rea is every bit 
her match as the charmer who 
foists himself on her in a muse- 
um. Their romance, much like 
the faces they present to each 
other, is not what it seems. Like 
so much of real life, there is a 
dichotomy at play here. The 
same can be said of Angie's 
relationship with her parents 
and her best friend, played by a 
spirited Aida Turturro. Even 
Angie's boyfriend, though a bit 
of a lunkhead, is a likeable, 
decent guy. 

With the exception of the end- 
ing, which is just too sticky to 
ring true, Coolidge and screen- 
writer Todd Graff invented real- 
istic, meaty parts for their 
actors. When you leave this film, 
you feel as if you've made an 
emotional journey. A journey 
subtle enough to leave you con- 
templating life's quirkiness, but 
so saturated with humor that jit 
avoids any pretense of preachi- 
ness.
